By 16 Aprils the extent of disease in the Wonsan area had decreased from the - 
winter level* Government authorities were treating as many patients as possible 
without charge at an isolated hospital at Tangha-ri ( 127 - 23 * 39-08) (CU-6032) * 

By 15 Aprils school attendance had greatly decreased* A. few students received 
1 or 2 hours of instruction each day in air raid shelters*. 

By lSjlpril* United Nations bombardment ,bad destroyed most of the equipment in 
the Wonsan harbor* The welfare section of the Wonsan office of the Ministry 
of Internal Affairs was requisitioning all fish caught by Wonsan fishermen* 

Bach fisherman was being compelled to sign a pledge stating he realised that 
in the event he should attempt to flee to South Korea his family would be killed* 
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On 1 6 April four Wonsan salt factories were operating on a limited basis. 
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The unwillingness of persons who bad been evacuated from 
to re turn to Wonsan to aid in the spring planting was 
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
